0 commemorates the Seven Dolors of our 

Lady. The liturgical ceremonies of that day 
recall the fulfillment of the prophecy of Simeon 
on the occasion of the Presentation of the Holy 
Child in the Temple. To Mary, the Mother of 
Jesus, the aged man said, “And thy own soul a 
sword shall pierce, that the thoughts of many 
hearts may be revealed.” 

Turning the pages of the Gospels, Christians 
learn to sympathize with the Mother of God in 
the sad events of her sinless life.

must now, with the help of God, 
convert that machinery of war into 
producing the products of peace. 

Following in the example of his 
great predecessors, particularly Leo 
XIII and Pius XI, our present reign- 
ing Pontiff has spoken out in de- 
fense of the, working class. He 
knows their sufferings and he 
knows their needs. He looks upon 
the shambles of Europe and of the 
Orient. Men and nations have unit- 
ed in destruction, and now they 
must unite to rebuild. The dawn of 
peace 15 breaking over the world, 
but the dark clouds of insecurity, 
poverty, and hatred are beginning 
to gather again. The Holy Father 
knows full well that peace without 
security is a mockery. The seeds 
of conflict founded on false philoso- 
phies and ideologies are sown in 
days of need and depression. Se- 
curity for all must be our watch- 
word. This security must be found- 
ed on justice and charity. The foun- 
dation of this security is economic 
stability. 

During the days of this war peri- 
od we in the United States have 
seen the meaning of full employ- 
ment, and we have a better appreci- 
ation of the significance of a just 
and adequte wage. But what will 
tomorrow bring? The task of recon- 
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and the Intention for this 

month might well be termed 
the formula of economic security 
for all the people of the world. Dur- 
ing this month of September, which 
here in the United States might 
well be termed the month of labor, 
we are to petition the Sacred Heart 
of the Laboring Christ that men 
throughout the world will be given 
the chance to exercise their God- 
given right of making a living and 
receive in return a just recom- 
pense. 

The economists of the world have 
gathered and consulted, and have 
proposed plans and formulas for 
full employment and a standard 
adequate wage. Many of the plans 
proposed are good. But today we 
must do more than just plan and 
propose and make prescriptions. We 
must storm Heaven with our 
prayers, asking the just and merci- 
ful Son of God to move the hearts 
of men that the sound prescrip- 
tions of economic security proposed 
at ` international conferences soon 
become actualities. 

In the United States of America 
our proud boast is that we have 
won the war by production that 
meant full employment and at least 
a raise in the incomes of many. We

have outlined the proof of man’s 
right to work and also of man’s 
right to a living wage. The arch- 
bishops and bishops of the United 
States in their statement have de- 
veloped these proofs. The term 
“adequate employment,” used by 
the Holy Father expressing the In; 
tention for this month, can well be 
translated to mean full ‘employ- 
ment. This specifically means that 
all men be given an opportunity of 
doing the work they are best fitted 
to do and doing that work under 


the best condi- 
tions for their 
physical, social, 


moral, and spirit- 
ual security. 

Full employ- 
ment does not 
mean a return to 
slave conditions 
of long hours in 
sweat shops or 
mines, or on com- 
munal = farms. 
Full employment 
means a just dis- 
tribution of the 
work to be done 
and a participa- 
tion in that work 
by all who are ca- 
pable. Man’s dig- 
nity and freedom 
must be guaranteed and protected 
in any program of full employment. 
But at the same time, the weak or 
under-privileged must be protected 
from the. rapaciousness of selfish 
men who make use of other men for 
their own gain. The just interven 
tion of the state, sometimes’‘as pro- 
ponent and sometimes as umpire, 
will at times be demanded. 

With a world to rebuild and with 
millions to feed, clothe, and house, 
adequate employment is not only 
possible but it is necessary. There 
is more than enough to do, and men 
must work out a plan of doing it.

We who have liyed through a 
depression and a war know the 
meaning of this — and let us re- 
member that we, during these past 
two decades, have been the fortu- 
nate children of God when com- 
pared with the rest of the world. 

Certainly the Intention of our 
Holy Father, 
“Adequate em- 
ployment at a 
just wage for 
all,” is timely. 
Through this 
statement he has 
sounded the call 
for co-operation. 
Men must forget 
differences in this 
great fundamen- 
tal program of 
permanent secu- 
rity. The laboring 
man and the in- 
dustrialist must 
„pool their plan- 
ning and their ef- 
forts. The state 
. must stand be- 
hind, giving aid 
to both. Selfishness and greed: on 
the part of nations or individuals 
must be outlawed. The all-bounti- 
ful God has given to His children 
a world in which there is more than 
enough for all. He leaves it to the 
ingenuity of His creatures to work 
out the just distribution of His gifts. 
In the economy of His Divine plan 
most men will be happy with suf- 
ficient work to do and an adequate 
income to care for themselves and 
their families. 

Both Leo XIII and Pius XI, in 
their memorable letters Quadragesi- 
mo Anno and Rerum Novarum, 


offer Thee 


the Mass 
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wage level of the Chinese coolie 
and the sharecropper in the United 
States must be taken into consider- 
ation. The Pope’s plea is for a just 
wage for all. 

Let us, then, beseech the Son of 
God through the love of his Sacred 
Heart that He ask the Father to 
send again the Paraclete, the Spirit 
of Wisdom, to those who are en- 
gaged in working out the plans of 
security and peace of the world. 
Security and peace depend upon 
the co-operation of men with God 
and men among themselves. But 
this co-operation is also a personal 
thing. You and I must co-operate 
by our prayers. 


Again, the Pontiffs and the bish- 
ops have given to the world ample 
definitions on what is meant by a 
just wage. Today more than ever, 
Catholic economists and moralists 
are interested in the full meaning 
of a living wage. Particularly are 
they interested in that recompense 
which will provide not alone for a 
man, but for his family. 

It must provide security and hap- 
piness for the father and for his 
wife and children. “A wage,” as 
Pope Pius XI has so well said, “is 
not an alms but is something due 
in justice.” Again, men and nations 
must unite in establishing some 
common standard of living. The 
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Mission Intention of the League

happiness, and enlightenment that 
they never knew before. It is the 
grace of Christ working through His 
Mystical Body. 

Care for the sick, comfort for the 
sorrowful, education of the young, 
the raising of the minds of men 
above the passing pleasures of this 
earth are the blessings that the Di- 
vine Master wishes to bring to all 
human souls. It is a sad thing to 
realize that so many millions of hu- 
man creatures on earth either re- 
fuse or are indifferent to our Lord's 
pleadings.

Catholic schools start each day at 
the Altar or the Communion rail, 
receiving the Body and Blood of 
Jesus Christ, the Source of all truth, 
into the heart.

Catholic educators would be dis- 
loyal to the trust confided to them 
by the Church and conscientious 
parents if they did not give their 
students more than a purely nat- 
ural training in the arts and sci- 
ences. The directors of Catholic 
schools aim all their efforts at pro- 
viding the means of success for their 
pupils not only in time but for all 
eternity. They offer courses to de- 
velop keen intellects and sturdy 
wills to meet the realities of life ex- 
pertly and honestly, but most of all 
to be ready to co-operate with the 
grace of God. The high expectations 
of the graduate of the Catholic sys- 
tem of education are expressed im- 
pressively by Pope Pius XI in these 
words: “The true Christian product 
of Christian education is the super- 
natural man, who thinks, judges, 
and acts constantly and consistent- 
ly in accordance with right reason, 
illumined by the supernatural light 
of the example and teaching of 
Christ.” 

If consistency and constancy in 
thinking and acting like Christ are 
the principal aims of the training 
of Catholic youth, then these virtu- 
ous habits have to be taught from 
the earliest days of the kindergar- 
ten, through the years of high 
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HEN it comes to a matter of 
traditions, there is no place 


of learning in the country 


that can compare with the Catholic 
schools. Every parochial school, 
academy, and college under Catho- 
lic direction, whether it was started 
last year or a century or more ago, 
has a very definite place in the his- 
tory of an educational system which 
was founded by the Son of God over 
nineteen hundred years ago. Al- 
though subjects have been added 
and. methods revised in the inter- 
vening years, the basic principles 
and ideals of Catholic education re- 
main unchanged through twenty 
centuries. 

Another unique feature of Catho- 
lic schools is the integrated system 
of training toward definite objec- 
tives from primary grades to gradu- 
ate studies. , In his Encyclical on 
Christian Education, Pope Pius XI, 
of happy memory, wrote, “Christian 
education takes in the whole aggre- 
gate of human life, physical and 
spiritual, intellectual and moral, 
individual, domestic, and social, not 
with a view of reducing it in any 
way, but in order to elevate, regu- 
late, and perfect it, in accordance 
with the example and teaching of 
Christ.” 

Each priest, Religious, and lay 


person teaching in a Catholic 
school, whether the subject be 
mathematics, history, languages, 


sciences, or Religion, has a serious 
obligation of contributing a part in 
the formation of the Christian char- 
acter of the students in the class. 
It is an inspiring thing to realize 
that’ a good majority of teachers in 
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sublime motives for all their 
thoughts, words, and actions. As 
members of the Second Degree, the 
pupils can be taught to recite the: 
daily decade at the end of the 
Morning Offering for the intentions 
of the Holy Father. 

The simple duty of members of 
the Third Degree is to offer a Com- 
munion of Reparation to the Sacred 
Heart either. weekly. or monthly. 
Instruction on the meaning of the 
Communion of Reparation can be 
the means of teaching young Catho- 
lic minds their privilege of partici- 
pating with Christ in the glorious 
work of the Redemption of souls. 
Life takes on a very important 
meaning even for young people 
when they realize that their simple 
virtuous actions in ordinary sur- 
roundings are acceptable as deeds 
of atonement for a thoughtless 
world by the Sacred Heart of Jesus.

Another sim- 
ple practice that has met with gen- 
eral favor is that of having the stu- 
dents of each class consecrate them- 
selves to the Sacred Heart and sign 
their names to. a picture of our 
Lord, which hangs in the classroom 
as a constant reminder. 


school, and in an advanced way 
even in college. For loyal and de- 
voted service through life, young 
men and women have to be truly 
captivated by the Person of Jesus 
Christ. They have to be shown the 
attractiveness of His ideals and the 
impelling motives He proposes. A 
strong, personal love of the Divine 
Master fosters the enduring convic- 
tion that there is no true peace of 
heart, no genuine happiness, no 
substantial success except in a life 
of growing intimacy in sanctifying 
grace with Christ. 


HE practices of the League of 

the Sacred Heart can be a power- 
ful influence in developing an abid- 
ing personal love of the Divine Sa- 
viour in the hearts of students.

_ people. Their small friends are irri- 


table and nervous. Name-calling 
among children is on the increase. 
Youngsters pummel each other at 
the drop of a hat. They speak un- 
kindly to and about one another. 
Aggression, revenge, intimidation 
are all lurking in the background 
of their lives. 

Young as they are, they sense the 
lack of charity about them, and 
something precious dies in their 
hearts. 

It is certain that with conditions 
as they are today, children will not 
find much genuine charity in their 
varied contacts and associations. 
But we, their parents, can do our 
part to see that the spirit of love 
and kindness, of unselfishness and 
gentleness — as exemplified by 
Christ Himself — characterizes our 
homes so that there, at’ least, our 
boys and girls will find the true 
Christian charity which is so lack- 
ing in the world. 

Perhaps you may feel that too 
much emphasis is placed on cul- 
tivating charity in a home. But let 
me tell you a little story brought 
to my attention by a Catholic wo- 
man in her early forties. 

“For months I worried about my 
children,” she told me. “Both my 
husband and I noticed that our 
four girls and boys were continually 
complaining about their friends 
and playmates. It was a common 
thing for them to place the worst 
possible interpretation on the ac- 
tions of their schoolmates and to 
attribute all manner of unkind 
things to them. 


the world today is charity. 

It is true that at times most 
of us respond to appeals for the 
community chest, war fund, the 
drive for clothing, and other pro- 
jects, Perhaps at Christmas we try 
to help others less fortunate than 
ourselves. Roughly speaking, we are 
charitable up to a certain point — 
but the real charity of thought and 
word and action which Christ Him- 
self declared to be the greatest of 
virtues is often missing from our 
hearts. 

The present crowded days are re- 
sponsible, in some measure, for the 
lack of charity in the character of 
the average person. Too often peo- 
ple believe that they have not time 
to do the thoughtful deeds that 
make the lives of others so worth 
while. And indeed, many people 
have become so engrossed in their 
own interests that they even neg- 
lect to say the kindly word of and 
to neighbors, friends, and associates 
— the golden words that go so far 
in making smooth the pathway of 

‘modern living. “ven charitable 
thoughts seem to be conspicuously 
absent, for it is so easy to think 
the worst of others. - 

We Catholic parents of growing 
children have a splendid chance to 
restore the lost virtue of charity to 
its rightful place-in our homes and 
in the lives of our youngsters. We 
are the first teachers of our little 
ones. They look to us for guidance 
in all things. They follow our ex- 
ample. 

Children today need to learn the 
lesson of true charity as never be- 
fore. On all sides their ears are 
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maxim that one is never wrong 
when he is on the side of justice 
and mercy. When their youngsters 
complained about playmates, the 
parents took pains to point out the 
good qualities of the boys and girls 
under discussion. They urged their 
turbulent offspring to think kindly 
of their associates — and to be slow 
to take offence. 

They gradually noticed an im- 
provement in the actions of their 
children and. a tapering off of the 
outbursts of unkindness that had 
been so prevalent in the past. And 
presently there came into that 
home on which had fallen the 
blight of meanness, irritation, and 
distrust — caused by gossip — the 
spirit of charity. 

When my friend finished telling 
her story, she smiled at me and 
asked: “Are you curious to know 
what really started our change of 
character and helped us to perse- 
vere?” 

“Yes,” I answered. 

“Tt was simply this,” she replied. 
“My husband and I began to pray 
each day, not only for our own in- 
tentions — but for other people. 
And then we had the inspiration to 
ask our children to join us at short 
family prayers each evening. At 
their conclusion, we added the as- 
piration: ‘O Sacred Heart of Jesus, 
we implore that we may ever 
love Thee more and more,’ for the 
welfare of our friends and neigh- 
bors. 

“And I can truthfully say that 
from the time we began, as a fami- 
ly group, „to say this half-minute 
prayer for others, true charity came 
into our hearts.” 


“Finally I lost my patience and 
reproved them for their uncharita- 
ble attitude towards their friends 
and teachers. Then my older son, 
aged fifteen, spoke up: ‘Everybody 
jumps on everyone else,’ he said. 
‘Why, even you and Dad complain 
about your friends and the people 
you deal with.’ 

“My face flamed at his reply. That 
evening I told my husband what 
had happened. Somewhat fright- 
ened, we took stock of our own 
lives. What my son had said was all 
too true. Again and again we had 
complained, in the presence of our 
children, about friends, neighbors, 
associates, even relatives — not 
that we meant any harm, but prin- 
cipally because we were lacking in 
a charitable interpretation of their 
actions.” 

Then this mother went on to tell 
me how she and her husband set 
about to improve themselves — and 
in so doing worked a wonderful 
change in the characters of their 
children. When husband or wife 
was disgusted with the actions of 
other people, they kept a careful 
guard on their lips. At the same 
time, they tried to put a good in- 
terpretation on the actions of those 
who had caused annoyance. When 
malicious or unkind gossip was told 
to them, they did not ‘repeat it. If 
they couldn’t say a nice thing about 
people, they kept silent. Very often, 
when they saw a chance to help a 
friend or neighbor or stranger, they 
did so as a matter of course. 

Tactfully, and at the right mo- 
ments, they impressed their chil- 
dren with the necessity of judging 
others charitably, using the old 
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“Behold This Heart,” a new serial story based on the facts of the life of

lic, such a wedding, of course, 
would be invalid and gravely sin- 
ful; and for a Catholic knowingly 
to lend it the encouragement of his 
presence, would also be sinful. 

If the non-Catholic wedding is 
merely a civil ceremony, a Catholic 
may be a witness. But if it is a re- 
ligious ceremony, no Catholic may 
take an active part in it. 


Is it a sin of any kind if the Sa- 
cred Host breaks while one is trying 
to swallow it at Holy Communion? 

No. The Host should not be 
chewed, but no harm is done if it 
be crushed or broken in the act of 
swallowing it. Care should be had 
to swallow the Host before It is en- 
tirely dissolved. 


What does it mean to pray for the 
grace of a happy death? 

It means to pray that when we 
die we may be in the state of sanc- 
tifying grace. This is a most pre- 
cious grace, since it is the condition 
of our enjoying the reward of all 
the meritorious actions of our whole 
life. In order to pray more earnestly 
for this grace, many join the “Bona 
Mors” (Happy Death) Confraternity 
which was founded by Father Vin- 
cent Caraffa, seventh General of the 
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If water is not a food and does 
not break one’s fast on a fast day, 
why is it not allowed to drink water 
before receiving Holy Communion? 


The Eucharistic fast, which is 
prescribed for those who receive 
Holy Communion, excludes not only 
food but all drink as well. The Ec- 
clesiastical fast, which is prescribed 
for certain days of the year as a 
practice of penance and a means of 
sanctification, restricts the use of 
food only, and does not apply to 
beverages. 


Can two couples be married at one 
Nuptial Mass and both receive the 
same blessing? 

Two or more couples may be mar- 
ried at the same time and each re- 
ceive the special blessing ať one 
and the same Nuptial Mass. To be 
exact, Catholics are married “with” 
— rather than “at” — a Nuptial 
Mass. The marriage takes place im- 
mediately before the Mass; the 
Nuptial Blessing is given during the 
Mass. 


May a Catholic be a witness at a 
wedding outside the Catholic 
Church? 

We presume you mean a wedding 
between two non-Catholics. If either 
of the contracting parties is a Catho- 


sent to the contract. Subsequent in- 
sanity, after the contraction of a 
valid marriage, may be sufficient 
reason for the separation of the par- 
ties but cannot dissolve the mar- 
riage itself. 


What is the significance of kiss- 
ing the Bishop's ring? 

The Bishop’s ring is a, sign of his 
devotion to the people committed to 
his care, and of his authority over 
them. To kiss the ring is a sign of 
gratitude for his devotion and rev- 
erence for his authority. The Faith. 
ful who devoutly kiss the ring are 
granted an Indulgence of ‘fifty days. 


Why is “Amen” omitted at the 
end of the Sign of the Cross when 
one baptizes? 

Because the words which are used 
as the form of Baptism constitute 
not a prayer but a statement: “I 
baptize thee in the name of the Fa- 
ther and of the Son and of the Holy 


-Ghost.” 


Would the conviction that it is the 
best way to save one’s soul be a 
proper motive for entering a Re- 
ligious Order? 

Yes. In one who is not prevented 
by any legitimate impediment and 
is fitted to discharge the obligations, 
the desire of saving one’s soul is a 
sufficient motive for entering the 
Religious life.

When baptized infants die, 
they become Angels or Saints? 

The souls-of baptized infants who 
die before attaining the use of rea- 
son (that is, before they become 
capable of committing sin) go im- 
mediately to Heaven and join the 
company of the Saints, of whom 
comparatively few have been form- 
ally canonized by the Church. The 
Angels are pure spirits, complete 
without bodies, created by God be- 
fore the creation of man. No hu- 
man being ever becomes an Angel.

How are the Saints’ names ar- 
ranged on the calendar? Does the 
feast-day represent the date of their 
birth, the date of their death, or the 
date of their Canonization? 

The Holy Father, when he canon- 
izes, appoints a date on which, each 
year, the praises of God are sung in 
honor of this Saint. Frequently the 
date of the Saint’s death is chosen 
because on that day he left earth 
to enter the glorious company of all 
the Saints. 


Is the Way of the Cross primarily 
an act of penance in the Catholic 
Church? 


The Way of the Cross is a devo- 


tion in honor of the Passion of our — 


Divine Lord. We live over again the 
moments when, for love of us, “He 
humbled Himself, becoming obedi- 


ent to death, even to death on a 


cross” (Philippians ii, 8). It is a de- 
votion wonderfully suited to be an 
act of love, an act of reparation, 
and an act of penance. 


Does the Church allow annul- 
ment of a marriage on the ground 
of insanity? 

Only if it can be proved that one 
party was actually insane at the 
time of the ceremony, and therefore
